NORWAY, SPAIN OPPOSE PACT 
TO AID FRANCE 


Geneva, Aug. 27.—Norway and 
Spain have swelled the ranks of the 
states opposed to the draft pact for 
mutual assistance which France re- 
cently approved. The document eman- 
ating from Christiana is one of the 
most outspoken communications ever 
reaching the league. It declares that 
Norway has always attached the 
greatest importance to maintaining 
absolutely intact the right of its con- 
stitutional authorities to decide for 
themselves regarding participation in 
military operations. 

This right, says the Norwegian 
government, would become illusory if 
the draft pact were adopted, because 
it empowers the league council to 
take formal decisions regarding the 
employment of military forces. Nor- 
way is unable to concur in such a 
proposal. Norway insists that general 
disarmament cannot be attained by 
the conclusion in a general way of a 
treaty of mutual guarantees, supple- 
mented by a special defensive agree- 
ment. She thinks that security can 
be attained by consistent pursuance 
of a peaceful policy by the states 
themselves and by working for a re- 
duction of armaments in every coun- 
try without having recourse to a sys- 
tem of military guarantees.

“At present we think of Paris as 
being the center of fashion and as 
the origin of all pertaining to style 
or fashion. Paris borrows from her 
neighbors, and adapts to her needs 
what she finds outside her borders, 

“It is interesting to remember that 
up to the 17th century Italy was the 
center of fashion and custom. The 
change was brought about partly by 
the able prime minister of Louis XIV, 
and also by the turning of the trade 
in silks from Italy to Asia béeause of 
the discovery of a new shipping route 
around the Cape of Good Hope. 

“Napoleon's various campaigns 
brought into France the accumulated 
treasures of centuries which became 
the source of inspiration and left a 
characteristic imprint on the period. 

“The U. S. Government published 
in 1894 a report that the result of its 
researches showed that the same 
swastika used in prehistoric America 
had also been found in India, Eastern, 
Turkistan, Northern Europe, South- 
ern Europe, Asia Minor, Greece, 
Rome, North Africa, and Byzantium. 

“It is not found that any one 
country uses only its own designs. 
motifs, and so on, but from the be- 
ginning of time they borrowed from 
the others with whom they came in 
contact. 

“Just where our styles come ‘from 
and why we accept certain changes 
have been questions in our minds for 
many years. We know that at pres- 
ent by someone, or somewhere, next 
year’s styles are being planned. What 
they will be we do not know, but un- 
doubtedly they will be accepted with- 
out question. It is true we blindly 
follow Fashion; unquestioned, un- 
challenged she asserts herself, and 
willingly and slavishly we obey even 
to an inch on or off the bottom of a 
skirt.
